This mix not 
only needs produce lots tonnage but 
also high energy, protein and palat- 
ibility produce high volume milk 
with good components. Excess forage pro- 
duced during optimal growing conditions 
can harvested for winter feed summer 
drought. The hardest part manage the 
weather extremes too hot, too cold, too 
wet, too dry. 

Since this award striving highlight 
high type and production low input, 
grazing system, only for herds that graze 
about six months the year and not use 
TMR during the grazing season. Longevity 
and breeding efficiency will also empha- 
sized.
